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HISTORY 

MUST BE VIEWED IN TWO SENSES- -ONE LEGISLATIVELY, COMMENCING 
WITH THE NATIONAL SECURITY ACT OF 18 SEPTEMBER 1947- -THE OTHER IN 
AN ANTECEDENCE SENSE GOING BACK TO OSS, SSU AND CIG. 

SEPTEMBER 1947 - DECEMBER 1950 

SSU REPLACED OSS ON 1 OCTOBER 1945. IT RETAINED SOME 
ADMINISTRATIVE-TYPE SERVICES- -PERSONNEL, COMMUNICATIONS, 

SECURITY, MEDICS, ETC. THESE UNITS WERE TRANSPOSED INTO CIG 
ON 1 JANUARY 1946. THEY WERE FURTHER TRANSPOSED INTO CIA IN 
SEPTEMBER 1947. 

DURING THIS PERIOD THERE EXISTED ONLY AN ESPIONAGE UNIT 
AND SOME ANALYTICAL UNITS. 

DURING THIS PERIOD COMMUNICATIONS AND TRAINING WERE PART 
OF THE ESPIONAGE UNIT. 

DURING THIS PERIOD THERE WAS NOTHING COMPARABLE TO THE 
DIRECTORATE OF TODAY. 

POSITIONS EXISTED. ORIGINALLY, THE EXECUTIVE FOR 
ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT WHICH WAS CHANGED IN JANUARY 1949 
TO THE CIA EXECUTIVE, HAD OVERSIGHT OF WHAT ADMINISTRATIVE 
SERVICES THAT WERE NOT BURIED ORGANICALLY WITHIN THE ESPIONAGE 
UNIT, I.E., MEDICS, PROCUREMENT AND SUPPLY, SECURITY, ETC. 
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DECEMBER 1950 

ON THIS DATE, THE POSITION OF DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR 
ADMINISTRATION WAS ESTABLISHED. BY THIS TIME OPC HAD BEEN 

CREATED. THE TRAINING AND COMMUNICATIONS SERVICES STILL 
REMAINED IN OSO. 

AS THE ORGANIZATION EXPANDED, TWO THINGS BECAME CLEAR. 
OSO AND OPC HAD TO COME UNDER A SINGLE COMMAND POINT AND, 
SECONDLY, ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES ON BEHALF OF THE ENTIRE 
AGENCY HAD TO BE CENTRALIZED AND PUT UNDER ONE HEADING. 

AUGUST 1952 

MERGER OF OPC AND OSO TOOK PLACE. ALL ADMINISTRATIVE 
SERVICES WERE CENTRALIZED UNDER THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR 
ADMINISTRATION. IT WAS AT THIS TIME, THEN, THAT THE BASE 
OF THE CURRENT AGENCY ORGANIZATION WAS ESTABLISHED. 

1955 

IN 1955 THE TITLE OF DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR ADMINISTRATION 
WAS CHANGED TO DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR SUPPORT. 
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ORGANIZATIONAL HISTORY - 1955-1974 

IN 1955 THE OFFICES IN THE DIRECTORATE OF SUPPORT 
CONSISTED OF SECURITY, PERSONNEL, FINANCE (WHICH INCLUDED THE 
AGENCY BUDGE FUNCTION), LOGISTICS, COMMUNICATIONS , MEDICAL 
SERVICES, AND TRAINING. 

IN ADDITION, THERE WERE TWO (2) MAJOR STAFF FUNCTIONS THAT 
EXISTED IN 1955. ONE WAS ADP AND THE OTHER WAS THE MANAGEMENT 
OF AIR PROPRIETARIES. 

DURING THIS TIME PERIOD, THE FOLLOWING MAJOR CHANGES TOOK 
PLACE: 

IN 1962 THE BUDGET FUNCTION WAS REMOVED FROM THE OFFICE OF 
FINANCE AND ASSIGNED TO THE OFFICE OF THE DIRECTOR. SOME TIME 
AFTER THAT IT WAS MELDED WITH THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE 
EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR- COMPTROLLER. 

IN 1963 THE ADP FUNCTIONS WERE REMOVED FROM TIIE DIRECTORATE 
OF SUPPORT, ASSIGNED TO THE NEW DIRECTORATE OF SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND ESTABLISHED AS THE OFFICE OF COMPUTER SERVICES. 

IN TIIE SPRING OF 1973, THREE (3) THINGS HAPPENED: 

(a) THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR SUPPORT BECAME 

THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR MANAGEMENT AND SERVICES. 

(b) THE BUDGET FUNCTION, THEN KNOWN AS THE 

OFFICE OF PLANNING, PROGRAMMING AND BUDGETING, WAS 

TRANSFERRED TO THE DIRECTORATE OF MANAGEMENT AND 

SERVICES. 
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(c) OFFICE OF COMPUTER SUPPORT WAS 
TRANSFERRED INTO THE DIRECTORATE FOR MANAGEMENT 
AND SERVICES AND BECAME THE OFFICE OF JOINT 
COMPUTER SUPPORT. 

ON 26 NOVEMBER 1973, OPPB WAS REMOVED FROM THE DIRECTORATE 
OF MANAGEMENT AND SERVICES AND BECAME THE OFFICE OF THE 
COMPTROLLER REPORTING TO THE DIRECTOR. 

ON 19 AUGUST 1974, THE DIRECTORATE FOR MANAGEMENT AND 
SERVICES AGAIN BECAME THE DIRECTORATE FOR ADMINISTRATION. 
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
